EAR DOROTHY DIX—What ts your opinion of a husband who tells 
his wife that he does not intend to work hard .or to save anything, 
eiiher, because he is not going to die and leave her with money so that 

she can marry another man and live off what he earned? This wife ts 
a mighty good little woman, who fa thrifty and 
saving, and does ail of her own work, even her 
washing and ironing. MR3. H. L. 

Answer: 

If I should give my opinicn of that kiud 
of a man, it would have to be printod on aa- 
bestos. It would barn up any ordinary sews 
paper, Any man who doos not try to provide 
for his wife after his death not only does not 
love her, but he ts beastly unfatr and unjust 
to boot. 

The slightest sense of chivalry or 
afevtion would make him want to 
stretch out a protect haad even 
from the grave and shield her from 
hardship and want. Hard and callous, 
indeed, must be the man who, when 
he has no further use for the faithful 
and loyal wife who has spent her best 
years in ministering to him, leaves her 
without home, or shelter, or food, and 

with no way of making her own living. ‘Such a woman ts iu even 
worse plight than the worn-out old work horse who ts turned 
ont to dic, because no Society for the Prevention of Cruadty to 
nul oete oan humanely take her up aud chloroform her, aai end 
hee troubles, 


A man who deliberately refrains from laying up something for his 
wife to have in case of his death is treating her moat dishonestly, because 
hy is defrauding her of what is hers by rigat. When a wife does hor part 
by making a man «a comfortable home, and by scrimping and pinching to 
help him get along, whatever they have is just as much hers aa it is this 
Her work is just as valuable as his is. She has contributed just as much 
to the family prosperity as he has. 

But the trouble with the wife is that she has no possible 
means of collecting what is duc her. She qannot save her part of 
what she has carned against a rainy day because she never has 
what she makes in her hand. She can't even make her husband 
take out an insurance policy unless he! wants to, and so she has 
no way to safeguard her future. She has to leave it to her hus- 
band's sense of justice. 


And, unfortunately men’s sense of justice often fails them where their 
wives are concerned, as witness the wills that men frequeutly make in 
which their widows forfeit their money if they marry again. Apparently 
{t does not occur to the husbands that their wives have any intrinsic right 
to the money they have helped to make and save, or that any compensation 
is due them for giving the timejand labor in which they might have been 
making a fortune for themselves if they had not married. 


It is a bitter and torturing thought to these men that their 
wives might marry again, and their second husbands live in the 
houses they have bought and paid for, but they would (think tt 
perfectly all right if their wives died for them to marry again. 
and for their second wives to enjoy the prosperity that their first 
wives had helped build un.
